Ever since civilization advanced so 


that peouie had some choice as to what 
they should eat the controversy has 
been active over the healthfulness of 
various articles of everyday diet. It 
has been said that excellent medical 
authority could be found for excluding 
every article ou the dinner table as a 
sure pathway to the grave. Especially 
acrimonious becomes the controversy 
when, beyond the domain of natural 
products, one begins to deal with the 
devices of the chemical laboratory for 
the preservation of fond and its "adorn- 
ment." Dr. Wiley purposes to find out 
tho relative hartnfulncss of various ar- 
ticles as a part of the movement to- 
ward pure food legislation. Borax has 
become an international question. The 
German government has professed to 
beiieve that our meat* treated with it 
are harmful, although its own best 
medical authorities take the opposite 
view. Dr. Wiley has alwajs thought 
that the small quantity of boric acid 
used in curing meat was not harmful; 
in fact, decidedly less so than would 
be the quantity of salt necessary to 
take its place. "I believe this," said 
Dr. Wiley. "1 do not know it. 
The 


object of this table is to test such a 
belief iu the most practical way."
